Negro Killed in a Saloon Brawl. 

Geurge Thomas, colored, was shot 
and wounded Satuida.v night by For- 
rest Lawrence, a white man, from the 
effects of which he died several hours 
later. The shooting occurred about 
11 :3U o'clock in the saloon of Mike 
Woods on Main street, and is said to 
Have been the reaalt of a preTiaoa 
difficulty. 

The saloon was crowded and a num- 
ber uf Rien in the place were eye-wit- 
nesses to the ahootiner. Lawrence was 
placed under arrest by Patrolman Fred 
Link and lodged in jail. 

Stories aa tu the cause of the shoot - 
iog an eonflicting, it being said that 
the negro bad threatenel the life of 
Lawrence and that the snooting fol- 
lowed a nnmber of remarks that bad 
been made by Thomas to a white 
woman. 

According to the most reliable infor- 

inaiiiin i.awrence entered the place 
and going back to the pool room in the 
I rear of the saloon engaged in an argu- 
I inent with Thomas, who it is said ap- 
pealed to the bartender, A. R. McKen- 
i ney, for Drottction. 
j At ttiiri time the men were standing 
1 in the doorway between the saloon and 
pool room and Lawrence was making 
an effort to get at the negro. McKen- 
ney, it is said, was between them 
when Lawrence suddenly drew his re- 
volvt r. pushed the former to one side 
and fired two shots. A third cartridge 
in the revolver failed to explode when 
McKenney wrencht-d the weapon from 
his hand. 

Thomas fell to the floor, one of the 
bullets taking effect, the other missing 
it<» mark. The bullet from the .38-cali- 
bre Iver Johnson revolver entered the 
right side between the sixth and sev- 
enth ribs, passing through the right 
lung, iniflcting a^ortal wound. 

The pecond sbot fired by Lawrence 
was while tne negro was on the floor 
and it toolc effect in his body about 
four inches to the left of tbe first 
wound. 

Ur. J. T. Brown* and Ur. William 
Kenney were aonmoned to attend the 

wounded man. who aside from suffer- 
mg from the severe sbocic ble.1 ! intern- 
ally. Restoratives were administered 
and he waft removed to the borne of his 
mother on Williams street where he 
died about two hours later. 

Thomas was employed at the butcher 
shop of Albert Anton and was consid- 
ered an expert butcher. Lawrence, 
who was formerly employed as a tele- 
phone lineman, had more recmtAy been 
doing farm labor. 

Thomas, it is also said, had threat- 
ened the life of Lawrence because of 
the fact that he had been accustd by 
the white man of killing his Ichickens 
ami only a tew days ago the latter had 
a warrant out for the negro and he 
was plae^ ander a pence bond. 

EXAMINING TfilAL THURSDAY. 

Lawrence' was arraigned in the 
county CLUit yesterday afternoon, be 
fore Judge Denis Dundon and enter- 
ing a plea of not guilty his examin- 
ing trial was set for Thursday morn- 
ing at ten o'clock. 

CORONER'S INVESTIGATION. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis yesterday 
conducted an investigation before a 
jury at which a number of witnesses 
were examined, eesalting in a verdict 
being retorned in accordance with tlie 
testimony given. 

A. R. McKenney. bai^tender ftt 
Woods' saloon aaid that be saw tbe 
shooting and was standing between tbe 
men before Lawrence fired. He was 
pushed out of the way when he fired. 
He said Thomas told him that Law- 
rence had been makine trouble for^im 
and asked what was the best thing to 
do. He testified that he had told the 
negro to leave the saloon by the rear 
door and a second later Lawrence fired 
the fatal shots. He said Laurence 
came in the saloon after Thomas had 
been there lor some time. The men 
did not talk to each other and Thomas 
said that Lawrence had it in for him 
Kirby Woods said that he did not see 
the first shot fired but saw Law- 
rence standing over the prostrate 
negro with his revolver in his hand 
and saw him fire the second shot 
Was engaged in counting at one of the 
pool tables when the first shot was 
Hred. He went to get an officer after 
he saw the negro was wounded. Had 
not noticed either of the men in the 
saloon. Saw Mike Woods take a pistol 
from the coat of Thomas. 

Mike Woods, proprietor of the saloon, 
said he was tending bar when the 
shooting occurred and did nut see any 
of the trouble. He was attracted by 
the two lihots and went to the rear 
room finding Thomas on the floor. Said 
he toolc a pistol from a holster that 
was concealed under his left arm. 

Walter Gray said he saw Lawrence 
fire the second shot while TlMflBas was 
on the floor hut did not see any difii 
culty baton tbe shooting. 

Horaea Steele, a negro boy, testified 
that.be went in tbe saloon after tbe 
shooting but was not in there at tbe 
time. 

Sam Biddle, colored, said he saw 
both shots fired. At the first Thomas 
fell to tbe floor and Lawrence holding 
his revolver in both hands stood over 
him and fired the second shot. 

At the conclusion of the evidence the 
jury retired returning a verdict as fol 
lows : 

"We, the jury, fird that (Jeorge 
Thomas came to his death by a jzun 
sbot wound inflicted by the hand- tjf 
Forrast Lawrence.

On the first of January there were 
in this country, according to the offi- 
cial estimate nearly 23,000,000 hones, 
a greater number than ever before, 
except in the years 1909 and 1910. 

While these figure? show that the 
coming into use of motor vehicles has 
thus far bad very little effect upon the 
quantity of American^hurses, there are 
the best of reasons to believe that, 
from some cause or a variety of eanses 
the quality of our horses has suffered. 
I Horses are- more numerous than they 
were a year ago, the iacreose amount- 
ing to approximately 58,000. but good 
horses are (growing scarcer. 'Utiis is 
abowB in tbe diffieolty that army offi- 
cers experience in lecuring mounts for 
the cavalry arm of the service. Ger- 
many, which has only 3,200,000 horses 
all told, has much less difficulty in 
gettmg mounts for her. large force of 
cavalry than we have in securing 
enough horses for a very muchlsmaller 
force. 

This may be due in part to ihe fact 
that our Government will not pay more 
than $160 for a three year sffd horse, 
and American farmers find no profit 
in raising horses suitable for cavalry 
purposes 'at this price. Bat there 
must also be other causes operating to 
bring about a decrease in the quality 
of our horses. Even when the limit 
of price is placed by individuals at a 
very much higher figure the good 
horse is hard to find. 

There was a time when we boasted 
with good reasun of the excellence of 
our horses. They led the world in 
many respects. With greater know- 
ledge of scientific breeding and a 
more widespread disposition to employ 
that knowledge. American hoBsea 
should have improved in qoalitv. That j 
they have not should be a matter of 
regret, for the time has not come, and 
we hope never will come, when man's ! 
Oldest and best friend anfiong the 
dumb animals, excepting only the dog. , 
has no place in a world of men. i

There ia nothing now to indicate 
that tnere will be another eftort on 
the part ot the ^^Beiala el the gas eom- 
pany to get the franehiae thieiicb the 
City Cooneil at iU meeting Thvaday 
night. He diapoeition with this in 
view has been apparent ainee the re- 
jection of the francniao on the ground 
that the mazimon rate waa not the 
same as that of other cities now get- 
ting the service, has been made and 
this leads to a belief that there will be 
nothirg more heard cf it.

Washington, Feb. 10. — Fe'v persona 
realize the far reaching importance of 
the fact that the Doited States will 
soon hav(B.aa income tax on its atat* 

utes. 

First of all it means that millionaires 
will, for the first time since this na- 
tion has stood, bear a fair proportion 
of the burden of taxation. 

It is estimated that one bundled mil- 
lion dollars will be raised annually by 
laxinc incomes. This will mean that 
that aaaoont of taxation is to be taken 
off the things that the people must 
hav^n Older to live and placed on 
wealth. 

Under the system of protection as 
played in this oonntry, nearly every 
penny of the moo^y necessary to ran 
the goveroment, maintain the army 
and navy, constiact public buildings, 
etc. , is raised by taxing the things the 
people eat, wear and Hjuse. The only 
thing that protection does not t'ax is 
wealth. A man with a fortune of ten 
million dcUais has not been required 
to pay B single penny of tax to the 
government. This seems almost un- 
believable hut it is true. Ihe man 
workiiiK on the section for one dollar 
and (ifiv cents per day, with a family 
of five children, >s at the present time 
actually contributing more to run the 
national Rovernment than the million- 
aire bachelor, too prood to marry aad 
raise a family. 

The United States of America is 
practically the only one of the great 
nations where such a condition exists. 
Nearly every first class nation on 
earth levies.eitber an income tax or 
an inheritance tax. We have neither. 

Why have we never been able to 
place an « income tax on the statute 
books is the question that naturally 
arises. Here is the anwser: High 
protectionists have prevented, the pass- 
age of an income tax law because they 
know that the more money the govern- 
ment collected from taxing incomes 
the less excuse there woald be for a 
tariff tax. To take protection away 
from the tariff trasts is to interfere 
with their monopolies. And how could 
the tariff trasts goBgeebnsomeia with- 
out having monopaliai of Aoienean 
markets. 

THE COTTON TARIFF ROBBERY. 

The American peoole are oaying an- 
nually about $30,000,000 more for their 
cotton goods than they ought tu pay. 
because of the irquitous Payne-Ald~ 
rich tariff law. The 63rd Congress is 
preparing to intefere with this rob- 
bery* There will be a big downward 
revision on all kinds of cotton goods. 
Toe cotton achedole ot the Payne-Ald- 
i rich law carries an average duty of 
; about 58 per cent. This means that 
: every article of cotton cloth and every 
'piece of cotton yarn that comes 
; throngh the custom hooie has 53 per 
cent added to its foreign price. And 
on cotton goods that does not come 
; through the custom house, but in man- 
jufactured in this country, the 55 per 
{ cent is added just the sane by the 
nome manufacturer.

Notes for the Gardener. 

The finest way to store cabbage for 
winter is to cut off the head, trim off 
the outer leaves and wran each head 
in newspapers; store in the cellar, and 
they will come out crisp and brittle. 

When settinff out tomato or cabbage 
plants, if a piece of paper is wrapped 
around each plant, not too closely, and 
allowed to extend above tna ground 
two or three inches they will escape 
cutworms. In planting tomatoes, dig 
a hole, and put in two quarts of ma- 
nure, tramping it firmly to avoid dry- 
ing out.

RESTMIHS CONFIDENCE 



WaahlBston. Jma. tl. — (Special )— 
Members oif Convresa ihowed grreater 
interest in Qovernor Woodrow Wilson's 
N'ew Jersey anti-trust program, as an- 
nounced In the mornlngr newspapers to- 
day, than In any previous act or utter- 
ance of the President-elect. They feel 
that he has thrown a great light upon 
one phase of his administration, and 
takp It for >;ranted that he will advo- 
cate Ix-forp Congress the same anti- 
trust laws, partlculaj-ly because the 
substance of these laws originated with 
Representative A. O. Stanley. Senator 
R. M. La Follette and Louis D. Brandels, 
respectlrelj'. 

Mr. Stanley in a statement today 
showed what portions of his bills Gov- 
ernor Wilson has apparently applied to 
the New Jersey situation, and exprened 
his gratification thereat. This portion 
of the New Jersey program is'Mpoelally 
«rratifylns to tho . Doraoemta of the 
Ho«M, am tho Mthorlmtloa of tho Stan- 
ley Steol Tmot InrootlcntMn, from 
which the bills srow, was ono of the 
first seta of tho Domoctmtle mojority 
that was elected In IflO. 

In commentlnir on OoTonior Wilson's 
anti -trust remedies, Mr. Stanley said: 

"Qovernor Wilson's unqualified In- 
dorsement '^f the anti-trust legislation 
contained in the seven bills Introduced 
in the New Jersey Senate affords me a 
i profound gratification I cannot express. 
For nearly three years I have been de- 
manding the amendments of existing 
laws, forbtddlnj? tho very abuses which 
this legislation is Intended to correc*. 
During the p«riod of Republican as- 
cendancy my bills and resolutions were 
pigeonholed and I was denounced by 
the standpat press as a dangorovs 
Tlsionary and a demasoffue.
